On Saturday evening last opened the 


lempornnce campaign in this city, under 
tho direction of Messrs. HoofuUllor nnd 
Rowel), the renowned temperance re- 
formers; who havo awakened great en- 
thusiasm ou tho temperance question in 
other atfttes, and nt various points in 
this state. Tho first meeting was hold 
n tho lecture-room ol the Viral II. K 
Church, which was crowded to Its full 
capacity, large numbers being unable to 
got aunts, 


Tho exercises wore opened by the 


spirited singing of u temperance song, 
which was followed by n prayer by Hov. 
Mr. Inman. 
Another BOIIK followed 


iirayer, nftor which RUT. Dr. Lonton 
introduced Col. Itowell, aa the 
first 


speaker of the evening, who addressed 
the iiudlonco for some time in a clear 
mid forcible manner, Tho address con- 
sisted of a brief statement of hla own 
experience, in which were shown the 
successive stops by which ho went down 
o u drunkard's degradation, and also 
i\s recovery and reformation. The ad- 
dress of llil.s speaker unlisted tho deepest 
attention of the audience, nnd evidently 
eft a good Impression, 


Mr, Hoofslltlor then took the stand, 


tnd nddrc-sacd tbo crowd for a few 
iiomcntsiii a somewhat humorous vein, 
though he made sonic telling points In 
the couise of his remarks. At tho close 
at this gentleman's address Die meeting 


used with singing, and the bcnedlc- 
'ou waa pronounced by Kev. W. II. 
I'rcatloy.

U. Ijul/, folluwlng which prayer was 
offered by Rev. Air. Prealley, of the 


.'lenbytuilun cliurch, 
following the 


>rnyer was another song, nflur which 
he chairman introduced Mr. Iloofslltlcr, 
vho proceeded to address tho vast nudl- 
nice Cor nearly nn hour, during which 
imo he held the wrapt attention of his 
icarcrs. 


The address last evening WIIH devoted 


nalnly to the history of the speaker, 
setting forth particularly his snd experi- 
ence as a drunkard, nnd hlu (luah'eforma- 
tlon, nftor a do/.on or more attempts to 
reform. From this sketch of the spcnk- 
or'.i llfu it appears that be was born in 


Lmncnfltor county, Pa., whoro ho resided 
with his parents until 15 years of ngu, 
at which lime, on Iho breaking out of 
tho war, he enlisted and joined tho 
!irmy, 
In referring to his childhood 


days the speaker apoko feelingly of tho 
faithful Instructions of his pious paronla, 
particularly 
hla mother, 
who 
had 


;uught him to pray, and Instilled into his 
mind tho principles of the Christian 
religion. 
After enlisting In the army, 


lio romomborod his mother's counsel 
nnd preserved his integrity, until at tho 
ngo of IT lie was promoted to n liouten- 
nncy and received his commission. Then 
cauiu tho temptation to driuk, 
He was 


naked to drink, ami though ho at first 
refused, finally yielded, nnd wont down 
rapidly; and when, afler an absence of 
three years, ho went homo on his ilrst 
furlough, ho went to his father'*) house 
In a beastly stale of intoxication. Ills 
inscription of tho feelings and appear- 
ance ot his mother under those painful 
clruuiuBtitncoa waa deeply affecting nnd 
drew tears from many eyes. Notwith- 
standing ho promised his mother that 
ho would drink no more, when tbe tlmo 
cnmo for him to leave home to roioin 
tho army, ho was beset by his compan- 
ions to drink, and yielded; so that when 
ho bade his mothcrjgood-liy, ho was in 
tho same deplorable condition in which 
ho greeted her ou his nrrivnl home.— 
Leaving his mother with another solemn 
promise of reformation, ho returned to 
tho army, where ho served out his time 
in the midst of upa and downs, making 
promises for reformation, and aa often 
breaking them. 


Tho war ovor ho returned homo, and 


with the assistance of his father started 
in business with fine prospects. For a 
time all went well, but after awhile 
camo another fall, nnd from that tlmo ho 
went down, down, until ho waa aa low 
na n human being could well bo. Fol- 
lowing montha of do"bauchery and degra- 
dation came another attoinpt'Jnl refor- 
mation, which for a time wns success- 


ful, 
with tho exception of occasional 


aproos. In the meantime ho "Harried nn 
excellent young lady who had an olc 
gant home with her parents, from which 
she was excluded on account of marry- 
ing him while he was far froan being 
regular in hit habits. 


Tho story of hla life from this time on 


to hla flnnl reformation waa a sail one 
durlDR which tlmo there wen- snverr. 


attempts t.t reformation, whilc.at several 
times points of degradation were reach- 
ed that wore a" low as the lowest. Du- 
ring this part of tho address several 
points wero made in regard to the^temp.; 
tationa by which men fall, which should 
bo remembered by nil young men. Then 
camo tho history of reformation, some- 
thing over two years ngo, which was 
brought nbout under the efforts of Mr. 
Murphy, nt Sterling, III., where the lat- 
ter, himself a reformed drunkard, was 
conducting temperance meetings. 
It 


seems that the speaker went to the meet- 
ing in a state of Intoxication, with a 
boon companion who wns in tho sumo 
condition. 
While listening to the ad- 


dress ho resolved to sign the pledge, and 
when the opportunity waa given ho arose 
and announced his intention and at once 
carried it into execution, amid the ap- 
plause of tho congregation there assem- 
bled. Aa ho camo forward to tho stand 
Mr. Murphy took him by tho hand, drew 
aim to his side and kissed him, at the 
same tlmo calling him brother, Tho 
gpcakcr's description of this scone was 
thrillingly touching. From the lecture 
room.ho repaired to his home and there 
remained until morning. 
Nobody had 


any faith that ho would keep the pledge 
but Mr.JMurphy, who was firm in the 
conviction that "Jako," us ho was call- 
ed, might bo saved. The next morning 
ho arose, and ns ho walked down town 
jo said every nerve and muscle, and ova 
cry drop of blood in his body called for 
drink. The contest between will and 
ippctitc was u loarl'ul one, and so terri- 
ble was his thirst for liquor that ho 
stopped in front of a saloon, walked to 
tho door, placed his hand upon tho 
cnob, and was about to enter, when Mr. 
ilurphy, with a prominent .temperance 
man of the place, came along in a cutler, 
Seeing the situation Mr. M. said to him, 
'Holdjon, Jake 1" to which ho icspond- 
cd "Just in time, c.cntlcmcn." And 
iiore the speaker remarked that in a mo- 
ment nioio ho would'hnva been inside 
of the saloon with a glass to his lips,— 
Mr, M. asked him if he know what was 
going ou at the house, and taking him 
n the cutter drove him there, where ho 
found his wife and children just leav- 
ing the bouso with tho intention of rc- 
;uruing no more. His account of this 
ntoi'view with his family was deeply 
affoctinit, nnd moved many in the audi- 
ence to toars. Ho went into his vacant 
jouso, and such wore his feelings that 
lio wished for death, and then and Ihcre 
resolved upon seU'-destructiou. Mr. Mur- 
phy fearing that lie might bo meditating 
suicide at onco took him in charge, and 
taking him to his own room 
at the 


jotol did not allow him lo be[.«ul of his 
sight for several days, unices he was in 
company with a trusted friend. 


Tlio tenlbie struggle 
of the llrut 


"ow mouths.) was detailed 
in a very 


forcible manner, showing how strong 
are tho chains which hold tho inebriate 
in bondage to nppoUto, 
And oven now, 


tho speaker said, that with him it was n 
constant warfare, and that ho would not 
risk himself inside of a saloon to remain 
for half an hour for Ihn best firm in Illi. 
nois. 


The address of Mr. lloofstitlcr was 


entirely free from anything like abuse 
of cither sellers or drinkers, nnd was a 
simple but tolling recital of what goes 
to make up the wretchedness of a drunk- 
ard's life nnd a drunkard's home. lie 
said if there wns u saloon-keeper in tho 
audionco ho simply wanted to Inquire 
whether ho would Ixj willing to sell hin 
sons whisky nnd make thorn drunk as ho 
was selling to tho sons ol other men. 


At the conclusion of tho address, all 


ir. the house wero invited lo come for- 
ward and aign the pledge, to which in- 
vitation a goodly number responded,— 
Tlio speaker passed through tho audi- 
ence extending personal invitations to 
those who wero within his reach, 


It waa announced thnt the mooting 


this evening would bo held at the court 
house, after which DID nudiouco was dis- 
missed with singing nnd the benedic- 
tion.
